chants at Canton with reference to the great 
loss and detrimont to their trady caused by 
the inferior qualities of the ‘Teas supplied 
by the Teamen, notwithstanding their con- 
tracts to deliver Teas according to muster, 
‘The practice appeats to be- that the Tea- 
brokers take round samples of ‘Teas,’ and 
tho mervhants.after inspecting and tastivg 
their qualities and arranging for the price 
to be paid fur tlie chop, with the weight in 
piculs and the time of delivery, engage ton- 
nage by vessels proceeding to . England ; 
and- when tho Teas agrece for iwrive in 
Canton, thoy are fuund-on- inspection to: be 
not only far inferior in quality to the aum- 
ple supplied, but largely mixed with what 
are called ‘lie-tens,’ or leaves “of plants of 
all kinds ‘prepared toimitate the genuine 
tea, This hus sow become the regular 
practice, and it is necessary that some mea- 
sures should ba taken. to put an end to the 
frauds’ which are thug perpetrated: Hy 
therefore urges that. measures be dovised 
with this end in viow, etc., etc, The U, 8, 
Consul, Mr King, has also made a similar 
representation. On receipt of.the foreguing 
the Viceruy ordains that a notification ba 
issned to the Tea dealers with injunctions to 
be laid upon them for their obedience,” 

The Magistrates being in receipt of the
